WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(AP)— 
A congress receptive to flood con- 
trol plans received from President 
Roosevelt today a $5,011,000,000 
public works program to curb ram- 
paging rivers and prime the eco- 
nomic pump in future depressions. 

Though legislators did not com- 
ment on the program immediately, 
leaders indicated it was assured of 
close attention, especially in view 
of present floods on the Ohio and 
Mississippi. 

Those two rivers would be in- 
cluded in the plan of water control, 
which would be combined with a 
six-year program of public works. 
The plan was drafted by the Roose- 
velt national resources committee. 

Conditions Better. 

The President heard today from 
his flood advisers that conditions 
in the Cairo (Ill) area and the lower 
Mississi;)i were improved, although 
the «danger period was not past. 
Chairman Cary T. Grayson also re- 
ported a continued flow of Red Cross 
contributions, bringing the total to

Surgeons Tell of New Bone Nailing CONSTITUTION |AUDED 


As College Opens Sessions Here 


Surgeons attending the three-day 
southeastern sectional sessicns of the 
American College of Surgeons yester- 
day heard nationally-known special- 


ists describe treatments and opera- 
tions developed recently to ease the 
pain and suffering of humanity. 

Of greatest interest, perhaps, among 
the visiting surgeons, was an exhibit 
and explanation of the procedure de- 
veloped for “nailing” fractured bones. 

This advance in treatment, which 
has been used in Atlanta extensively 
for more than a year, is termed by 
surgeons to be one of the greatest 
boons to aged men and women found 
in recent years. 

Through its use persons suffering 
a fracture of the neck, of the femur 
-—the thigh bone near the hip joint— 
can be out of bed within a week in- 


n their back. 

The nail, approximately five inches 
long, is lodged through the fractured 
section of the bone, holding it in 
place. Incidentally, doctors said, the 
persons suffering a fracture of the 
femur, mainly those of considerable 
age, usually fracture the bone by the 
act of tripping. and not through 
abrupt collision with the floor. 

Clinies Available. 

A wide range of operative clinics 
was offered visiting surgeons yester- 
day, with all major hospitals of the 
city co-operating. Later the work of 
the meeting was continued at the Bilt- 
more hotel, where specialists conducted 
lectuers and exhibited motion pictures 
demonstrating technique of operation 
and treatment of various diseases, 

Also held eeeey the day and night 
sessions were con erences “on hostital 
problems, 

Dr. W. S. Rankin, director of the 
Duke Endowment hospital section, 
outlined procedure for control of 
surgery in large and small hospitals, 
in his speech relating experiences of 
the endowment in guiding operations 
of the hospital. 

Higher educational standards for 
admission to nursing schools, a re- 
vision of curriculum in the school to 


result in higher standards for gradu- 
ate nurses, together with a readjust- 


ment of the attitude of the public to 
the cost of nursing care was urged by 
Miss Lutie C. Leavel,l educational di- 
rector at Grady hospital. 

Dr. Gilson Colby Engel, of Phila- 
delphia, urged greater co-operation be- 
tween hospital departments in care of 
patients, and outlined the .procedure 
for this internal organization. 

More complete follow-up procedure 
following discharge of patients from a 
hospital, with more detailed records 
were urged by Dr. James T. Nix, of 
New Orleans. 

Babies Increase. 

An almost 20 per cent increase in. 
the number of babies delivered in At-. 
lanta hospitals was revealed in a 
speech by Dr. Marion T. Benson, of

Dr. Frank E. Adair, of New York, 
a nationally-known specialist in the 
X-ray and radium treatment of can- 
cer, urged that the system of educa- 
tion for the lay public on cancer be 
maintained as. simple and direct. as 
possible. 

Mise Helen Branham, superintend- 
ent of the Ware county hospital at 
Waycross, discussed the compilation 
of records by hospitals from surgeons, 
and outlined methods of procedures 
for assuring .eomplete data. 

Frequent conferences of the surgi- 
eal staff and other hospital attaches 
were urged in a talk by Dr. J. F. High- 
smith, vi Fayerreville, N. C., who rec- 
ommended greater organization to at- 
tain complete co-operation between 
members of the staff and other de- 
partments. He urged more attention 
to autopsies, and stated that the per- 
centaze of antopsies obtained by a hos- 
pital is a criterion of the character of 
its work and the spirit of its staff 
members.

The text of President Roosevelt’s 
message’ to congress transmitting a |

Board follows: 

During the depression we have 
substantially increased the facilities 
and developed the resources of our 
country for the common welfare 
through public works and work relief 
programs. We have been compelled 
to undertake actual work somewhat 
hupriedly in the emergency. Now it 
is time to develop a long- -range plan 
and policy for construction—to’ pro- 
vide the best use of our resources 
and to prepare in advance against 
any other emergency. 

In a previous message, I have sug- 
gested a permanent planning agency 
under the chief executive in order 
that, among other things, all public) 
works proposals may filter from the 
many individual departments and bu- 
reaustto a central planning place and 
thence to the President. 

I have also suggested to the con- 
gress that following this course of 
planning the President will annually 
submit to the congress a list of proj- 
ects which have been studied and 
approved and, at the same time, in- 
form the congress, through the budg- 
et of the total amount of federal funds, 
which in his judgments, should be 
appropriated for public works dur- 
ing the following year.

NEW STRIKE TECHNIQUE. | 
INTRODUCED BY WOMEN * 


Flint ‘Emergency Brigade’ 
Moves Like an Army To 
Aid Men Folk.

FLINT, Mich., Feb. 3.—A new 
principle in the technique of conduct- 
ing a modern industrial strike—a wom- 
en's emergency brigade—has been in- 

troduced here. 

Wearing bright red woolen berets 
and red arm bands, with -the white 
initials “E. B.” these wives, mothers, 
sisters and daughters of the sit- down 
strikers have entered the scene with- 
in a few minutes of the outbreak of 
every riot thus far between the strik- 
ers and those who have sought to oust 
them from the General Motors plants. 

Military Precision. 

They move into action with a fair 
precision, picking 
up elubs; stones and bricks as they 
run. Separated into sroups, each lec 
iby a “squad captain,” they break win- 
dows in the plant buildings with their 
clubs, throw their missiles at the anti- 
union men, bolster the picket lines, or 
shout encouragement to their sons, 
husbands, fathers or brothers inside 
the plant. 

They range in age from 16 to 65, 
these women of the emergency brigade. 
There are children with short skirts 
and pig-tails down their backs. There 
are gray-haired old women, their coats 
frayed and inadequate. their lips’ blue 
from the cold. There are women wh 
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stand back and shout orders to thas. | 


‘others and therp are women who spend 


the bitter cold nights beside the blaz- 
| ing salamanders in front of the plants, 
heating their arms about their hodies

union songs to encourage the men in- 
side the plants. 
Commander Explains. 

Mrs. Genora Johnson, 23-year-old 
commander of the brigade. explains: 
“We don't hélieve the strikers should 
instigate violence. but we do believe in 
fighting back when we are attacked. 
When we got into our first riot, wa 
were frightened by the tumult, tha 
tear gas 
fusion. But I’ve been baptized in tear 
gas twice now, and so have most of 
the girls, so we are no longer afraid. 


“We're not trying to serve a (de-. 


We's trying io 
help our men folk in the plant. If any 
of them ever feel like quitting the 
plant and going home, I’m sure the 
‘sight of their wives or daughters or 
mothers marching around in front 
serves to bolster their courage.”

Corporation Irked. 

Sources close to General Motors 
executives, which declined to be quoted, 
indicated today that the corporation 
did not agree with Judge Gadola’s in- 
terpretation of the procedure  neces- 
sary to bring about eviction. The cor- 
poration view was represented as be- 
ing that once the sheriff reported the 
premised still occupied by the strik- 
ers it was the judge's duty to direct 
their evacuation. 

Some 250 members of the union’s 
“emergency brigade” of women, said 
to represent Flint, Detroit, Lansing 
and Mount Morris, Mich., and Toledo, 
Ohio, paraded through downtown 
Flint today, although Mrs. May Crang, 
parade chairman, said police “would 
not let us carry our clubs—not even 
a rolling pin.”

Face $15,000,000 Penalty. 

By remaining in the Fisher plants, | 
the striking workers, and officers of | 
their union named in the injunction | 
order, faced possible imposition of a 
$15,000,000 penalty ‘‘to be levied upon | 
their lands, goods and chattels.” 

The penalty amount was determin- 
ed by the corporation’s computation | 
of its losses because of the strike and 
the valuation of the occupied prop- 
erty. By obtaining an order from the | 
court, General Motors could levy on | 
funds of the U. A. W. A. or assets 
of any person violating the injunction, | 
a court clerk explained. 

Operations in the huge Chevrolet 
plant, where union members engaged 
in a new sit-down hold the “key” mo- 
tor assembly plant, have been halted | 
since Monday's disorder. Several | 
General Motors units in Indiana and | 
Michigan have resumed work on a 
part-time scale, building up invento-| 
ies for the time when assembly lines 
may begin operating again. 

Brief Flare-up. 

A brief flare-up during a picket 
demonstration at the Guide Lamp 
plant at Anderson, Ind., the only 
strike-closed General Motors unit to 
reopen, ended today after Captain 
Patrick Davis, Anderson policeman, 
was removed from duty at the scene. 
Reports at Anderson police headquar- 
ters said the officer struck Victor 
Reuther, of Detroit, union organizer, 
during a dispute over use of a sound 
truck. 

At Washington, Edward F. Me-

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


WINDMILLS? WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Strange things are being 

said in congress. Debaters seem to be taunting 
windmills. Little outside attention has been aroused, even when Roose- 
veltian Chairman Ashurst, of the senate judiciary committee, speared an 
unidentified tyrant the other day. Spoke he: 

“In all tyrannical governments, no monarch, no tyrant, makes any 
progress whatever unless and until he seizes in his hands the legislative, 
the executive and the judicial powers. ... The first thing a wise, prudent, 
scheming, subtle monarch in Europe does, if he wants complete control, 
is to seize legislative, executive and judicial powers.” 

This usually mild administration devotee then spoke at length against 
the control of the judiciary by old British kings, and some of his Demo- 
cratic colleagues cautiously chimed approval, although there was no bill 
pending to establish a tyrant, a king or a British system, and no one had 
raised the question. 

The same day, in the house, the Democrat Pettingill spoke more 
guardedly of tyranny and ‘‘the pseudo-liberalism going around.” Said he: 
“A movement toward concentration of power at a single point or in a 
few hands may or may not be justified by the march of economics, but 
it cannot be described as a liberal movement.’ He likewise neglected to 
identify the “single point.” 


WARNING Then Senator Borah took the air with a profound speech 

about those who “‘connive at the courts through strained 
doubtful construction (legislation?), filching from the people power 
which the people have not granted.” He quoted George Washington’s 
words: “‘Let there be no usurpation,” and urged that “before the final 
pillage takes place” the people be consulted through forthright consti- 
tutional amendments. 

Mr. Borah likewise neglected to identify any connivers, pillagers or 
usurpers, but he also hit mysteriously at despotic British kings. In fact, 
half his address was the story of the British struggle to maintain freedom 
of the courts so that the people may defend themselves against politicians. 

As Borah is a Republican, and as Mr. Roosevelt announced three 
weeks ago he did not like constitutional amendments, the target of the 
Republican senator’s remarks was somewhat clearer. In fact, he left the 
definite impression he was attacking something Mr. Roosevelt was going 
to propose, but he did not say what. 


ANGLOPHOBIA All this sudden interest in British methods and 
tyrants can hardly be quixotic. - Aroused legislators 

seem to fear they will be faced with some unannounced something, and 

apparently the root of their fears is this: 

Certain Democratic congressional leaders, with extraordinarily good 
avenues to White House viewpoint, have been conveying the impression 
privately among their colleagues that Mr. Roosevelt has been thinking 
about the British constitutional way of doing things. The British system 
is substantially this: Never amend, just change; never repeal a con- 
stitutional provision, just adopt a new law. 

This inside interpretation of the President’s possible purposes has 
naturally frightened most of his congressional friends. They have noted 
that many of the innovations already enacted have been modeled on 
British acts: Social security, the Securities and Exchange Commission, the 
Tugwell satellite cities, the coming Wagner housing bill, the dollar de- 
valuation, the stabiliaztion fund, and others. 

They know the British have no constitution, or at least no written 
one; that parliament makes it up as it goes along. They are afraid that 
Mr. Roosevelt, who now dominates the legislative branch of government, 
may begin making up his constitution as he goes along. 


TREND This is all right with most of them, as far as Mr. Roosevelt 

and wages and hours legislation are concerned, but they are 
afraid to scrap our system of judicial checks on government forever. 
They want Mr. Roosevelt to get whatever definite power he needs from 
the people through a constitutional amendment submitted to them for 
ratification. This will save the judiciary and the American system. 

The way things are going now, they will probably be successful. In 
fact, their fears may be unnecessary. Mr. Roosevelt seems to be just 


rising within me.

FAIR ENOUGH 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER. 


Refugees Don’t — CH a fan 
v nd., eb. 3.— 
Pity Themselves This certainly is 
no attempt to de- 
bunk a disaster or to deal flippantly 
with the tragedy of the great flood. 
But there is a large discrepancy be- 
tween the demeanor of the people in 
the flood country and the emotional 
mind’s-eye portrait of them formed by 
the rest of the nation. 

Though their fellow Americans else- 
where sympathize with them they are 
innocent of self-pity and when the wa- 
ter goes down they will follow it back 
inch by inch to save what they can 
from the wreckage, which will be very 
little, and start all over. It was the 
same in the little settlements of Belle- 
glade and Lockhaven on Lake, Okee- 
chobee, Fla., after the terrible blow 
which scooped the water out of the 
largest fresh water lake in the coun- 
try except Michigan, blew it over the 
dikes and killed about 2,000 pioneers 
of the last American frontier by 
drowning or snake bite. 

When the water ran off, the sur- 
vivors went back to their farms. There 
has been more excitement in New 
York than in Tell City, Ind., which 
is mostly under water. 

A few nights ago in Evansville as 
the Ohio crept up the last remaining 
slight rise of ground there was a little 
disgust because some radio announcer 
apparently reading from a script pre- 
pared by an old school re-write man, 
remarked in ominous tones that grim- 
faced men with muskets were patrol- 
ling the streets. The grim-faced men 
were highly civilized militia boys, 
many of them high school students 
and their relations with the citizens 
were entirely neighborly. 


County In fact although many 
. », poor people had been 
Fair Spirit wiped out and the local 
aristocracy had _ lost 
heavily in household stuff and factory 
equipment, there was nevertheless a 
sort of county fair spirit abroad, com- 
parable to the excitement in the capi- 
tol of a country which has just de- 
clared war but hasn’t yet been shelled 
or bombed. 

Since then I have been in New- 
burgh, Rockport, Tell City and Alton, 
Ind., and in Owensboro and in Clover- 
port, on the Kentucky side, and the 
manner of the people makes it almost 
possible to understand the reports of 
censorship in Louisville where the 
mayor seems to resent as dramatics 
the descriptions of the flood sent out 
of his town. : 

The loss of life has been compara- 
tively small to date, considering the 
large population of the flood country 
and the danger of disease was cried 
up so loud and so early and met so 
vigorously that in all probability there 
will be very little sickness. So aside 
from the mortality which is regrettable 
but might have been much worse, 
there is nothing the matter that money 
will not cure. 

There were no drownings in any 
of the points which I touched in three 
days on the coast guard picket boat 
2318, and of the ten patients in the 
little hospital at Tell City most were 
elderly people down with colds or 
heart failure. The money to cure the 
damage will come straight fre : Wash- 
ington because a large proportion of 
the victims are included in that one- 
third of the American population 
whom Mr. Roosevelt in his inaugural 
address described as ill-fed_ ill-housed 
and ill-clothed. He was planning to 
get around to them pretty soon any- 


way. 
Indifferent If the people have 
such a thing as an 
Toward Troops attitude toward 
the troops and the 
coast guard I would say that it ranges 
between indifference and mild resent- 
ment. Certainly they do not regard 
them as deliverers and they are Just 
Pthe least bit impatient of the restric- 
tions imposed by martial law. At 
Lockport a gang of civilians were un- 
loading with sacks a barge of soft 
coal and hastily dumping it on the 
road in order to release the barge and 
towboat as soon as possible. One of 
the civilians fell out of line to light a 
cigarette and scratch his back and the 
sentry who was unarmed yelled at 
him to snap back into it. The loafer 
obeyed but glared at the soldier for 
he had been publicly humiliated and 
had to take it but the soldier said, 
“I’ve . got my duty and you- have 
yours,’ and there was no more con- 

versation about that. 
The coast guards shipped in with 
their boats from the Great Lakes and 
from the Atlantic coast between Maine 
and Virginia hold themselves apart 
from the population and go through 
their assignments without ostentation. 
But they can hardly do justice to their 
reputation as life savers for much of 
the force has been sent up-river from 
the crest into a country where the 
refugees were brought out long ago. 


Down below the 
coast guards are 
By Boats handicapped by the 

type of their boats 
which are small patrols with little 
space for supplies or refugees and 
draw more water than scows. The 
surf boats are useful but the best craft 
for rescue work in the river are flat 
boats which can go into shallow water 
and carry out a hundred while a 
picket ‘takes off a dozen. But the men 
themselves know how and when the 
emergency came any boat that was a 
boat probably seemed appropriate in 
W ashington. 

There will now be heard some of 
the most fantastic foolishness that the 
world has ever known on the subject 
of flood control but no spread of for- 
ests or grass would have dunked u 
this one. A sheet of toast will absor

There is now some talk of building 
basins to catch the floods and dribble 
them out concretely for occasions the 
like of this. That is all right but 
they will have to be ocean basins.

“A new day is dawning for the 
south,” declared Nashville’s James 
G. Stahlman when he heard last week 
of plans for a newsprint paper mill 
in east Texas. Mr. Stahlman, chair- 
man of the newsprint manufacture 
committee of the Southern Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, sees an even- 
tual billion dollar a year turnover for 
a southern industry man acturing 
newsprint and other white/paper from 
southern pine. No one has worked 
harder than he for this consumma- 
tion and we congratulate him on what 


he is able to see. 
* * * = 


Now that the new industry is near 
enough for the white of its eyes to be 
seen, it is time to fire a few words at 
the woodmen. The good news from east 
Texas, promising new employment for 
the pine trees of the south, was ob- 
scured by bad news from thousands 
of acres and habitations along the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers ruined 
because the remote hills from which 
those rivers come had been denuded of 
trees. Is it consistent to talk against 
the destruction of forests and at the 
same time to applaud a promised in- 
dustry that will require the cutting of 
millions of trees? 

” « 

In the opinion of John Palmer 
Gavit it is not. Mr. Gavit, who makes 
his winter home at Winter Park, Fla., 
is one of America’s most distinguished 
journalists and magazine editors, one- 
time chief of the Washington Bureau 
of the Associated Press, former man- 
aging editor of the New York Eve- 
ning Post, associated with Harper 
Brothers and The Survey, and in all 
respects a seasoned writer and observ- 
er. “It occurs to me,’ he writes: 
“That your two stories (for a news- 
print industry and against soil ero- 
sion) are less than consistent. If the 
extensive cutting of southern pine for 
paper pulp takes place I foresee a 


* * 


widespread devastation—such as in the 


north has denuded vast areas. It is too 
much to expect, I suppose... that 
there can be a wise control by either 
statute or voluntarfy self-restraint in 
the helter-skelter destruction of the 
forests—certainly there has not been 
such in the north. But I do believe 
that newspapermen with such oppor- 
tunities as yours could do much to 
spread wisdom and caution among the 


people... .” 


“It is little realized among farm- 
ers that they could both cut and con- 
serve their woodlands. In European 
countries, generally speaking, even 
private woodlands are under strict 
government control. The result is that 
while there is a constant and prof- 
itable cutting of lumber, it does not 
show. Trees are cut when they reach 
a suitable size, but the forests re- 


main.” 


Unless it is provided and under- 
stood that southern pine is to be 
considered a crop rather than a stand 
and is to be replaced as fast as it is 
destroyed, we agree with Mr. Gavit 
that the promised industry is no prom- 
ise at all, but a menace. We most cer- 
tainly agree with him—and many oth- 
ers who are making the same point 


—that measures must be taken right 
now to guard against the thousand 
and one ills that would come of any 
further deforestation of the south. We 
agree, too, that it is our duty as a 
writer in the south to stress this dan- 
ger and to be ready always to take 


arms against it. 


But we hope Mr. Gavit can agree 
with us that enlightened self-interest 
ought to make of a newsprint paper 
industry in the south a medium not 
for destruction, but for conservation 
of our forests. One of the arguments 
used by certain southern businessmen 
in favor of the development of this 
industry is that it will necessitate the 
|treatment of pine as a crop rather 
than a stand, make necessary so care- 


ful a solicitude for keeping a source 
of supply adjacent to mills that the 


| most scientific conservation and re- 


| forestation measures will be employed 
from the start. This would be good 
' business practice, surely, and the peo- 


‘ple of the south must be depended 


| upon to see that this is the practice.

CRACKLIN’-BREAD. 

This country was getting in bad 
shape on the subject of hog-killin’ 
with all that summer weather during 
January, and not least among the 
things to worry about in connection 
with the whole matter was the ques- 
tion of eracklings.

When I observe the technique of 
these great surgeons in their skillful 
manipulation of blood vessels, tender 
tissue, and all the rest, it carries me 
back to the days when I would watch 
my father and older brothers perform 
those operations that taught me my 
first lessons in anatomy. A boy rais- 
ed on the farm learns lots of things 
in the clinie of everyday life. I shall 
never forget the eventful day when 
I was allowed to take the knife for the 
first time in a hog-killin’ affair. 

But I am getting away from my 
text. What I started out to say was 
a word of thanksgiving that the cold- 
er weather not only meant saving of 
corn that these farmers have been 
feeding to their already. fat hogs, 
waiting for a time to kill them, but 
I hope it means a good supply of 
cracklings. I have had just enough 
cracklin’-bread this season to preserve 
the memory of this great branch of the 
staff of life. There’s nothing that 
can take the place of real cracklin’- 
bread—nothing. And there’s no use 
for._any smartaleck trying to tell us 
that there is a substitute for it.

It carries 
more than $1,000,000,000 to finance

Without a record vote, the house 
sent the $1,046,000,000 measure to 
the senate with a strengthened pro- 
vision prohibiting the use of iepart- 
mental funds to pay employes of con- 
gressional investigating committees. 

As originally written, the prohibi- 
tion would have applied to all con- 
gressional inquiries except those 
agreed to by both house and senate. 
However, when Representative Ellen- 
bogden, Democrat. Pennsylvania, at- 
tempted to have it stricken out on a 
point of order, Chairman Woodrum, 
Democrat. Virginia. of the subcommit- 
tee handling the bill, immediately of- 
fered an amendment which extended 
the prohibition to all congressional 
investigations. Woodrum’s amendment 
carried, 68 to 16 

The bill would authorize total ex- 
penditures of $61,000,000 in excess of 
those for comparable items last year.

1V—Tame Elephants. 


After being tamed, Indian elephants 
are set to work of many kinds. They 
are powerful, and almost always gen- 
tle, beasts of burden. Baggage up to a 
ton in weight may be placed on the 
back of one of them. 
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“Indian” elephant pulling - log. 


Elephants take an important part 
in the lumber industry of India and 
Burma. With the help of a harness, 


| “*howdahs,” 


they drag heavy logs over the ground, 


Sometimes they carry logs in their 


trunks, or rest the logs on their 
tusks. 

Tourists in India take rides in 
which are  hasket-like 
seats, often covered, placed on the 
backs of elephants. This is an old 
method of “passenger transport” used 
by native princes and others rich 
enough to own tame elephants. 

Cigcus parades are not so common 
nowadays as they were 20) or 30 years 
ago. When I was a boy. I enjoyed 
watching elephants march by on “cir- 
cus day.” I liked them best when they 
formed in single file, each one winding 
his trunk around the tail] of the ani- 
mal in front of him. 

In recent years I have not seen a 


circus parade, but I have watched ele 


phants perform under the big tent. 
They go through all sorts of tricks, 
and obey orders which are shouted to 
them, 

Trained elephants “answer the roll 
call” by steppiug into place when their 
names are called. They march right or 
left when old to do so. They lie down 
together or stand up on their hind 
legs. With their trunks they can wave 
fans, turn hand organs and wipe their 
eyes with handkerchiefs. 

Sometimes a zoo has an elephant 
which delights visitors by doing tricks 
which seem very amusing. The New 
York zoo obtained an elephant and 
gave it the nanmfe of Alice. In summer 
she gave short rides to children and 
adults who visited her yard. Her 
keeper taught Alice to blow a mouth 
ergan, to take a telephone receiver off 
the hook, and to hold the receiver 
close to her ear! - 

Another elephant at the same zoo 
used to beg coins from visitors. His 
name was “Gunda,” and he would pick 
a coin from the hand of a visitor, or 
take it from the ground where it had 
been tossed. Then he would raise the 
lid of a “eash box” and drop the coin 
in it. After that, he would ring a 
bell, letting everybody know he had 
put the coin where it was supposed 
to go. 

Since Gunda was trained for the 
trick, it was all right to give him a 
coin, but it would be a wrongful thing 
to give one to an elephant expecting 
peanuts. Zoo keepers do not seem to 
mind having peanuts fed to elephants, 
but we should never try to “fool” an 
elephant by giving it something not fit 
to eat. 

Speaking of eating, it is interesting 
to know that an elephant often eats 
from a quarter to a third of a ton of 
food each day. Most of this is hay or 
other fodder,

PARK URGES REFORI(S 
IN STATE TAX SYSTEM 


Presert Act Termed ‘Legis- 
lative Curio’ by Macon 
Attorney. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 3.—(#)—Or- 
ville A. Park, Macon attorney, called 
Georgia’s general tax act “a rare legis- 
lative curio” tonight in -urging a re- 
form in the tax system. 

Park, who spoke before the Phi 
Kappa literary xcciety of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, suggested the fol- 
lowing changes: 

1. The allocation of revenues to the 
different departments and_ services 
should be abolished and all revenue be 
paid into the common treasury and 
disbursed by appropriations made by 
the legislature under provision of the 
budget act. 

2. Abolition of the general property 
tax, permitting the general assembly 
to classify. property and adopt. differ- 
ent methods and rates so as to reach 
fairly and equitably the property of 
the state. 

3. Lightening the burden carried by 
real estate by having the state take 
over services now being rendered by 
counties and municipalities. which the 
state is in better position to provide, 
by exempting from taxation both town 
and farm homes when occupied by the 
owner, not to exceed some minimum 
value, and by conseclidating local units 
or carrying on jointly certain services 
or functions. 

“Georgia has tried and is trying 
alinost every known kind of taxation,” 
Park said,, but added that the per 
capita tax burden is not excessive. 

“The trouble is that the burden is 
not equitably distributed. There is no 
attempt at system and the taxes are 
in large part very poorly admin- 
istered.”

Exercise I. 

Position: Sit erect, with shoulders 
flat against the back of a straight- 
backed chair, 

Movement: Without moving’ the 
shoulders, push the head back, tilting 
the chin and stretching all the neck 
muscles. Relax gradually and return 
to position with head erect. 

Exercise II. 

Position: Head erect and stretched 
high until you feel the pull in the 
iscles at the sides of the neck. 
Movement: Holding the head high, 
turn the chin over the shoulder, tilt 
it back, and chew slowly, 10 times. 
Return to position, relax. With head

RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 3.—(P)— 
The howse of representatives voted, 
G7 to 43, late today for county op- 
tion on legalizing liquor. 

The bill would permit counties fa- 
voring sales to operate control stores, 
retaining retail profits, and with the 
state levying a flat gross sales tax. 
The measure provides a three-member 
liquor commission, to be named by 
the Governor. 

“We must meet the bootlegger on 
a competitive price basis,” said Rep- 
resentative Bryant. “That's the only 
Way we can run him out of business.” 

Liquor is sold in 18 of the 100 
counties now under laws _ hurried 
through the closing hours of the 1935 
session. 

Before the county option vote, the 
house had refused, 58 to 56, to con- 
sider a prohibition proposal providing 
for a state-wide referendum to ban 
manufacture and sale of intoxicants. 

The senate passed a tobacco com- 
pact bill which will become law to- 
morrow. The measure gained approv- 
al without debate. 

Under the compact, each partici- 
pating state would be given a quota 
of different types of tobacco to be 
raised and county committees would 
apportion the quotas among farmers.

The figures disclosed that deaths 
per 1.000 workers in United States 
mines averaged 2.18. Germany Was 
second with an average of 1.37, and 
was followed by Great Britain with 
1.91: Belginm 1.04: _France 0.83, and 
Tho Netherlands 0.77. 

The report added that explosions 
contribute only a small number to 
the total of accidents. 

In Thnited States 
mines there were 33 
gas or dust explosions 
in 1921. 68 in 1931, and 27 in 1938, 
said the report, pointing out that 
stens already had been taken in con- 
trolling the menace of dust and fire- 
damp.

Utility Spurns T VA Contract Otter, 
Ending $500,000 a Year Purchase 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P)— 
The government’s insistence upon 
freedom to compete with private pow- 
er interests brought an end tonight 
to a three-vear working agreement be- 
tween the Tennessee Valley Authority 
and the Commonwealth and South- 
en Corporation. 

Wendell L. Willkie, president of 
the corporation, announced it would 
buy no more TVA power until the 
government promises not to build 
competing power lines. 

He refused to accept terms laid 
down by TVA directors for a new 
contract to replace the one expiring 
tonight. 

Under the old contract Common- 
wealth and Southern bought about 
$500,000 of TVA power annually and 
received guarantees that the federal 
authority would not compete with it 
in certain territories. 


TVA directors, after a conference 
with Wilkie yesterday, said thev 
would not grant his company a mo- 
nopoly on government power in four 
states where it operates. 

TVA offered a 30-day option on 
the old contract while a new one was 
being considered, but Wilkie an- 
nounced at a press conference here 
today that he was letting the agree- 
ment lapse tonight. 

He expressed hope that the govern- 
ment and his firm yet could reach 
an understanding, but aded that Com- 
monwealth and Southern does not 
need federal power to supply its cus- 
tomers 

Willkie said he hoped a plan to 
pool both public and private power, 
as previously discussed by President 
Roosevelt, would be the solution of 
government and private competition. 


However, the President terminated 
pooling uegotiations, contending pow- 
er company injunctions against TVA 
precluded them. 

Willkie said he was willing to ne- 
gotiate on pooling, outright purchasc 
by the government of private com- 
petitors, or a plan te wholesale gov- 
ernment power to private companies 
for resale to consumers. 

Any of these plans, the _ utility 
executive contended, should provide 
for exclusive territories to the sell- 
ers of power because competitive 
lines in the same district are uneco- 
nomical. 

As to his organization’s ability to 
meet its own power needs, Willkie 
said: 

“If customer demands’ keep _ in- 
creasing as we expect, the demand will 
not reach the capacity of our steam 
equipment until late in 1938, and we 
already have under construction 105,- 
0OO kilowatt additional capacity 
which will enable us to meet all de- 
mands for several more years.” 

He disclosed arrangements to con- 
tinue some interchange of power be- 
tween TVA and Commonwealth and 
Southern for two or three weeks, so 
neither TVA nor private company 
customers would be deprived of serv- 
ice during the rearrangement of lines 
necessitated by lapsing of the con- 
tract. 

The four states in which Common- 
wealth and Southern subsidiaries op- 
erate are Tennessee, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Georgia. 

Commonwealth and Southern sub- 
sidiaries are the Alabama Power Com- 
pany, the Mississippi Power Com- 
pany, the Tennessee Filectric Power 
Company and the Georgia Power 
Company.

GAIN OVER LAST YEAR 


Mild Epidemic Hits Atlanta; 
‘Staying in Bed’ Said 
Best Cure. 


The mild epidemic of colds, influ- 
enza and pneumonia which is sweep- 
ing Atlanta caused postponement of 
a meeting of the county commission 
yesterday and is crippling business 
and industry to some degree. 

J. A. Ragsdale, chairman of the 
county commission, adjourned the 
scheduled meeting for a week when 
Commissioners George F. Longino, Ed- 
ward F. Johnson and Dr. Charles R. 
Adams failed to appear because of 
illness. 

Figures compiled by the city health 


department_revealed there were more 
than twice as many influenza cases 
reported in January as ‘for the same 
period in. 1936, although the number 
of cases of pneumonia has swelled 
only slightly. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health of- 
ficer, yesterday blasted the old theory 
that whisky is a cure for colds as he 
said that “drinking plenty of fruit 
juices and staving in hed” are the best 
cures and  preventatives known to 
médical science, 

The numher of “flu” cases reported 
to the health department has increased 
materially in the last three weeks. 
figures showed. There were 64 enses 
the first week in Jannary. 38 during 
the second week. but the number 
jumned to 209 in the third week and 
to 302 the last week of the month. 

The total of 613 -ases for Januarr 
compares with 225 for the «ame month 
in 1936. There were 165 cases of 
nmnenmonia last month and only 150 
in January of 1936. 

Ambulance dispatchers at Grady 
hospital reported an unusual number 
of calls resulting from influenza. 

Dr. Kennedy said many persons are 
confined with colds but that it was 
probable a number of the reported in- 
fluenza cases are actually only com- 
mon colds.
